on appropria­ 
tions at a m eeting lasting all day and 
at which it was agreed to report the 
m easure appropriating $11,000,000, the 
am ount named by the house bill. 
The first section of the bill In rela­ 
tion 
to the 
Issuance 
of bonds 
was 
stricken out. 
A bill containing this feature was in­ 
troduced in the senate by Mr. Teller 
and it will be dealt with by the finnnee 
com m ittee. Tho bill was amended fur- 
th e rto provide th at in th e future no ex­ 
penditures shall be made for the canal 
except 
by authority of congress 
and 
when appropriations have been m ade 
by congress. 
Secretary of W ar Taft, Theodore P. 
Shonts, chairm an 
of the canal com ­ 
mission; Joseph D. Bishop, secretary, 
and other officers of the commission, 
including the purchasing 
agent and 
the assistant purchasing agent, were 
before the com m ittee 
and were sub­ 
jected to pointed inquiries as to the 
m anner of m aking expenditures. 
Mr. T aft and Mr. Bhonts urged that 
the appropriation be increased to $lfi,- 
500,000, the amount nam ed in the bill 
before it was amended in the house. 
They adm itted, however, that $11,000,- 
000 would be sufficient to carry on the 
work until April. 
In view of the fact 
that congress will have plenty of op­ 
portunity to legislate by that time it 
was determined not to restore the $.'>,- 
500,000 cut out by the house. 


“ Press Agent” Defines His Duties. 


The examination of Mr. Bishop, who 
had been referred to in public debates 
as a "press agent" for the commission, 
was of a personal nature in that he 
was asked to define his duties.

Mr. Brodsky I* a prominent 
m em ber of the revolutionary party in 
Odessa, arni it wa* 1>ecause he took a 
prom inent p art in the defense of bis 
coreligionists and thereby became a 
m arked m an that ho fled from th** town 
in fear of his life, being provided with 
funds by the revolutionary party to 
enable him to go to London to assist 
in raising funds for the revolutionary 
movement. 
Mr. 
Brodsky 
a ttrib u ted 
the com­ 
mencement of the a tta c k upon the 
Jew's to th** issue of ti proclam ation in­ 
spired by the police assertin g th a t Je w ­ 
ish 
revolutionaries w ere plotting to 
take tit** life of the czar. 
At the time 
the 
proclam ation 
w as 
issued 
great 
mobs of loyalist hooligans w ere p arad ­ 
ing til** streets, rejoicing over the czar s 
m anifesto 
promising 
a 
constitution. 
The hooligans at once raised the cry 
of "D ow n with the Jew s!" attacks oil 
tile Jew ish quarters began, and for 
three days the whole city was given 
up to scenes of indescribable horror. 
"E arly on W ednesday morning (Oct. 
26)," continued M. Brodsky, "I was 
aw akened by a terrible uproar in the 
street. Arming myself w ith a revolver, 
I w ent out and found a great mob of 
hooligans 
and 
disguise*! 
policemen, 
arm ed with swrords and revolvers, a t­ 
tacking a house where several families 
of Jew s resided, their object being 
m urder and robbery. 
T he Jew s tried 
to defend themselves, b u t they were 
soon overpowered, and nearly every 
person 
In the house 
w as killed or 
w ounded ami the place pillaged. 
"T hen a Ixxly of the Social D emocrat­ 
ic league came upon the scene and 
called ujion the people to bring out as 
m any arm s as possible to fight the po­ 
lice and hooligans. 
R eturning to my 
house, I brought out tw o large d ag ­ 
gers, one of which I gave to another 
person, keeping the o th er myself. 
A 
desperate fight then took place, and I 
wa* in the thick of it, revolvers, dag­ 
gers and sticks being freely used. H ear­ 
ing a cry for help, I tu rn e d round and 
saw a young girl of ab o u t fourteen or 
fifteen being struck on the bead by a 
hooligan with a huge stick. 
This got 
ray tilochI up, and, aim ing my revolver 
at the man, I shot him dead. 
My act 
was witnessed by the police. 
Several 
of them m ade a rush for me, and one 
of them tried to fell me w ith a rifle. 
I 
ran aw ay, w i t h the police In hot p ur­ 
suit, hut after they had chased me 
through tw o or th ree streets I m an­ 
aged to enter a house unnoticed by 
them and hid there for tw o hours. 
As 
soon as I ventured out, however, I was 
arrested, but a num ber of revolution­ 
aries attacked the police and Ret me 
free. 
"Scenes similar to that iii which I 
took p art were enacted in every part of 
the city. 
It was as though thousands 
of wild beasts had been let loose. The 
authorities made no a tte m p t to m ain­ 
tain order. 
It was absolutely anarchy, 
and the Jew s were In a state of fear­ 
ful terror, fully expecting to be com­ 
pletely 
annihilated. 
The scenes oil 
T hursday were, lf possible, even worse, 
the greatest bloodshed occurring In two 
streets, Moldavnnka and Preobrazhen­ 
skaya. To describe the horrible slaugh­ 
ter which took place here is quite Im­ 
possible. Bodies of the dead and dying 
lay on the ground literally In hundreds, 
and the gutters ran ankle deep in blood, 
the sounds of the firing, the fierce 
shouts of the fighters and tile groans of 
the wounded m aking it a perfect pan­ 
dem onium . F athers saw* their sons aud 
♦laughters killed before their eyes, nod 
sons 
saw 
their 
mothers 
ruthlessly 
slaughtered by the hooligan mob. W hat 
w onder that everybody lost his hu­ 
m anity an d fought like n wild beast! 
"T he cruelty of the hooligans and the 
police w as unspeakable. 
I myself saw 
a policem an stam p savagely on the 
face of an old w om an who was lying 
on the ground badly wounded and saw 
others w ho were wounded ‘finished off 
by the police with the b u tt end of rifles. 
T he bodies of horses and dogs lay mix­ 
ed up Indiscriminately with the bodies 
of m en and women. Ko numerous were 
the victims It was impossible to count 
them, for there were thousands -that 
the police could not cart them aw ay 
quick enough, and d uring the night 
dogs and cats and rats actually fed 
upon the corpses. 
The bodies wore 
tak en aw ay in thirties and forties in 
d u st carts, and then* w as no attem pt 
a t proper burial. They were till throw n 
together into ling** holes, Irrespective of 
nationality, and covered over with lime. 
"I became as one Insane with the hor­ 
rible scones which I witnessed on every 
hand, and during T hursday evening, 
whim I was attacked by several dis­ 
guised polleemen vi lio were assisting a 
band of hooligans who were ill treating 
a num ber of students, I again lost my 
head and killed one of them by sta b ­ 
bing blin in the eye with my dagger. 
Again I was obliged to flee Into hiding, 
and th** next day, know ing that I w as 
now a marked man, I took th** advice 
of th** revolutionary haulers and fled."

L e tte r*

In Hie presence of a hundred repre­ 
sentativ e citizens of Scranton, Pa., a 
public test of tile w ireless telegraph 
system invented by Rev. Joseph Mur- 
gas w as recently m ade betw een Scran­ 
ton and W ilkesbarre, a distance of 
eighteen miles, says a special from 
Scranton, Pa., to the W ashington Post. 
Several messages xvere received and 
sen t with precision and certainty. Dr. 
V an Iloagt, representing the national 
governm ent at W ashington, was an in­ 
terested spectator of the test and upon 
his report will depend In a great m eas­ 
ure whether or not th e system will be 
adopted by the governm ent. 
The system differs from other w ire­ 
less systems. 
Instead of using the 
Morse code, or alphabet of dots and 
dashes, each letter is distinguished by 
a m usical tone, which enables the m es­ 
sag e to be sent and received at a speed 
of eight to ten times greater than that 
attain ed by other system s.

M urgas also says th a t his instrum ents 
a re so delicately adjusted th a t they can 
Intercept messages sen t by other sys­ 
tem s aud says th a t he has intercepted 
several messages sent by ocean liners.

In tl In n a Man P erfe c t* a D evice of 
Gany A d a p ta b ility . 
It. W. Wilson of Westfield, Iud., is 
lighting his house and workshop with 
w ind m ade electricity through u device 
of his own, on which he has secured 
letters patent, says a special dispatch 
from Crawfordsville, Ind., to the Chi­ 
cago Inter Ocean. A w indm ill Is used 
In pum ping water Into a hydraulic reg­ 
ulator, built on the principle of a hy­ 
draulic lift. The pressure Is regulated 
by weights, and the w a te r Is adm itted 
to the hydraulic chamber, and it is dis­ 
charged 
from 
it 
under 
seventy'-tlve 
pounds pressure through valves w ork­ 
ing automatically. 
T he w ater is then forced into a gen­ 
era tin g plant and runs through a mo­ 
to r directly connected w ith a small dy ­ 
nam o. 
In this way there Is a steady 
pressure, and enough electricity is gen­ 
erated to provide ample light. The cost 
of the windmill and electrical ap p ara ­ 
tu s does not exceed $200, and Mr. Wil­ 
son asserts that every farm house can 
be easily supplied. 
Tho plant once es­ 
tablished runs comparatively w ithout 
<*ost.

Jed L. Washburn owned certain lots 
in block 102. 
There were delinquent 
taxes on the property, taken in by the 
1900 forfeited sale, so called, the entry 
being made in March, 1900. 
J. C. Cong­ 
don about the first of April of the same 
year applied to the county auditor in an 
attempt to purchase the tax title on the 
land in t|uestion.

paid all the de­ 
linquent 
taxes, 
amounting 
to 
8111. 
Shortly after this Mr. Congdon under 
took to close up the tax title, but about 
the month of 
June an action 
was 
brought against him by Jed L. W ash­ 
burn to determine Mr. Congdon's ad­ 
verse claims. 
In this connection 
it is stated that 
Mr. Washburn 
at the time offered to 
sell to Mr. Congdon this property for 
IGOU, but the offer was not taken. 
The 
action went to trial and it resulted in a 
judgment in favor of Mr. Washburn,the 
decision declaring that Mr. Washburn 
was the owner in fee simple of the prop 
erty in litigation. 
After this Mr. Congdon applied to 
the county auditor for a refundment of 
the money paid in by him 
for taxes. 
Tho county auditor referred the matter 
to the public examiner and he in turn 
referred it to the attorney general. 
Tho attorney general advised that there
